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ence of all well-organized and well-governed 
countries ; and the authorities in statistics 
agree that in prosperous. conditions wealth 
increases faster than numbers. ‘The essence 
of civilization is progress, not uniform, bat.ac- 
celerated progress, in the dominion of mind 
over matter, ‘a consequént extension of the 
term of human life; an increase of the means 
of subsistence, and an enhancement of the 
wealth, or well-being or welfare of human so- 
cieties. 

The history of England, France, Germany, 
and the United States, are sufficient examples 
and proofs,, In these, countries, the.last cen- 
tury shows that. prosperity is a capital 
of well-being, accumulating at compound in- 
terest.. In England, for- instance, the facts 
and figures of a hundred years’ éxperience are 
clear and conclusive. Machinery lias in- 
creased her productive power much more 
than twenty-fold since 1760. The exports of 
the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom have increased in quantity more 
than twenty-two times, and the bread con- 

of the products of England and 
Wales is tenfold, while the population has 
grown from six and a half millions to twenty 
and a quarter, or threefold. Such facts as 
these plainly indicate a prodigious increase of 
the aggregate wealth of the nation; and the 
distribution of its benpfits to all classes, in 
their several. degrees, is proved by the fact 
that the increase of the population in the first 
half of the last century was less than eighteen 
per cent. ; in the last half it was above fifty- 
two per cent., aid in the first half of the pres- 
ent century within a fraction of one hundred 
per cent. Moreover, it is§demonstrated that 
the food consumed in England now is some- 
thing more than double me rat per heed of 
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the wealth of Pennsylvania increased in the 
last census decade 96.per cent.; in Vermont, 
83 per cent.; in New-York, ‘71° per cent.; in 
Rhode Island, 68. per cent.; in Iowa, 942 per 
cent.; im. the -whole United. States, 128: per 
cént.; while in the decade 1840-50, the total 
increase in the Union was ‘iot' above'6# per’ 
cent, in capita}, and 21 per cent. per ¢ 

It must be sufficiently apparent from. these 
statements that the resources.of a nation, or 
its ability to meet expenditure for a period of 
twenty, forty, or fifty ‘years in advance, can 
not. be ascertained with mathematical pre- 
cision. The uncertainties of  fact,-and. the 
errors incident to calculation, beleaguer the 
question-on all sides, We do not know the 
economical or political conditions of the fu- 
ture; war and peace, civil and interational, 
are attiong the possibilities that may disturb 
the elements of the problem; and, when we 
find such a statistician as. Professor Tucker, 
of the University of Virginia, dividing the in- 
Crease per cent. of the valuation of the Na- 
tional property by the intrease per cent. of the 
population, to ascertain the increased re- 
sources of the country, we are prompted te 
look very narrowly into the renderings of even 
the highest authorities. A percentage is
